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"Bridges Sets New Marks in World Engineering 


HE “last Fivet” has ‘been. driven in 
the $35,000,000 Golden Gate Bridge 
‘spanning the entrance to San Fran- 
cisce ‘Bay; pavement has been laid on 
the ‘six-lane highway .and pedestrian 
walks; work is being pushed rapidly 


‘onthe approaches; and on May 27 the 


world’s greatest. suspension bridge will 
be‘opened to the public. Plans for an 
elaborate seven-day Fiesta are out- 
lined in the article on opposite page. 

: The ceremony of driving the last 
rivet April 27 recalled the driving of 
the last spike in the first transcon- 
tinental railroad 68 years'ago when the 
lines of the old Central Pacifie (now 
Southern Pacific’s Overland Route) 
were joined with the Union Pacific at 
Promontory, Utah. Among the 
pioneers of the early West invited to 
participate in the final joining of giant 
bridge’s steel girders, was Joseph M. 


‘Graham, 94, sole survivor of the en- 


gineers who helped build the first 
railroad during the 60’s. 

With its single suspension span. 
measuring 4200 feet, the Golden Gate 
Bridge is the “world’s greatest” in 
many respects. 

Its towers are the highest—746 feet 
above water level, the tallest strue- 
tures west of New York. These towers 
are 246 feet above the average height 
of the San Francisco-Oakland Bay 
Bridge towers, and 151 feet higher than 


Nestied proudly between the world’s two greatest brid, 


towers of the ‘George’ Washington 
Bridge at New York." ‘This latter sus- 
pension bridge is the :nearest “to -ap- 
proach the size of the Gate bridge, but 
its single span is‘700 feet shorter. The 
two suspension spans’ of the Bay 
bridge each measure 2310 feet. 

Cables for the Gate bridge are the 
longest ever spun for ‘a single. span— 
the two 3614 inch cables stretching 
7649 feet between anchorages, re- 
quiring about 80,000 miles of wire, 
enough to encircle the earth 314 times. 
Cables of the George Washington 
bridge are 36 inches in diameter, and 
are 2482 feet shorter than the Gate 
bridge, but with four supporting cables, 
the New York bridge is capable of sus- 
taining 2 weight of 350,000 tons, as 
compared with 215,000 tons support- 
ing strength of the two Golden Gate 
Bridge cables. Cables of the Bay 
bridge are 2824 inches in diameter. 

The Gate bridge has the largest solid 
underwater foundation pier in the 
world—155x800 feet and 144 feet high, 
located 1125 feet offshore from Fort 
Winfield Scott on the San Francisco 
side, and built in the open sea against a 
continuous tidal flow of 4 to 8 miles per 
hour. 

In total length of-entire structure, 
not including approaches, the Golden 
Gate bridge is 9200 feet, as compared 
with 23,000 feet for the San Franciseo- 


Oskland Bay Bridge, including Yerba 
Buena Island crossing; the latter really 
being three bridges—two suspension 
spans and one cantilever span. 

The Golden Gate span has maximum 
clearance of 246 feet above water, 
while the Bay bridge has maximum 
clearance of 218 feet. 

The Gate bridge was not an under 
taking of the State of California as was 
the Bay bridge, but was built by the 
Golden Gate Bridge and Highway Dis- 
trict. In its completion the corps of 
engineers who worked on the project 
from its inception mastered many un- 
precedented construction problems, and 
wrote another inspiring chapter in the 
annals of world bridge engineering.

STREAMLINER: new Speedster to be 


Ready for the Overland Route Late this Year 


OST modern improvements and 

several brand new ideas in pas- 
senger car design are incorporated in 
equipment for the new “City of San 
Francisco” now under construction at 
the Pullman plant in Chicago. The 
new streamliner will be ready for 
service late this year to replace the 
present speedster on the 3934 hour run 
between San Francisco and Chicago. 

There will be 17 cars on the 
new streamliner, all‘of_them of 
larger dimensions than cars in 
the present train. It will have 
accommodations fort168 Pull- 
man and 54 coach passengers, as 
compared with space for 84 Pull- 
man and 86 conch travelers on 
the present train. The largest 
and most powerful streamliner 
yet designed, the new train will 

~ eost about $1,500,000, and will 
be just short of a quarter mile 
in length. 

Three power cars, each hous- 
ing two 900 horsepower Diesel- 
electrié units, will give the new 
train more than twice the power 
-of the train that is now proving 
so popular with travelers that 
sleeping car reservations are 
usually booked solid for weeks 
in advance. 

In addition to the three power 
ears, consist of the train will be: 
one car with compartments for 
baggage, auxiliary power units, 
and -dormitory for dining car 
“erew} one 54-seat chair car with 
comforts much the same as in the new 
“Daylight”; an articulated two-unit 
diner, one full car scating 72 and the 
other seating 32, with kitchen and 
serving pantry between; one finely 
equipped club car seating 30; then-two 
4-compartment .3-drawing room ‘tars, 
each articulated with a 12-section regu- 
‘Jar sleeping ‘car; one 11-bedroom. car, 
also “articulated with a °12-seciion 
‘standard “Pullman; one -“roomette”

NEW. TRAIN: “Forty-Niner” to Make Five Round — 
High-Speed Service on Overland Route 


“First ‘ear in this new type “Two-Car |

HE “‘Forty-Niner,” anew all-Pull- 

man “-train--of streamline design, 
will -be-ddded to-service on the Over- 
Jand “Route between San Francisco 
and Chicago some time in July, to be 
operated jointly by the Southern Pa- 
cific, Union Pacific and Chicago & 
North Western Railroads. 

Taking its name from its casthound 
running time of 49 hours, the new train 
will make five round trips each month, 
staggering its schedule with the stream- 
liner “City of San Francisco” to give 
a departure and arrival every three 
days for de luxe high-speed service. 

The ‘Forty-Niner” will make the 
same stops as the “City of San Fran- 
cisco.” “Its monthly schedule calls 
for departure from San Francisco on 
the 5, 11, 17, 23 and 29, and arrival in 
San Francisco on the 4, 10, 16, 22 
and 28. 

Eastbound, the “Forty-Niner” will 
leave San Franciseo at 11:00 a. m. 
and reach Chicago at 2:00 p.m. West- 
bound, it will depart Chicago at 9:10 
a. m..and arrive in San Franciseo at 
9:52 a, m. 

Because of close connections with 
the “Twentieth Century” and the 
“Broadway,” speedy New York-Chi- 
cago trains, the elapsed time from New 
York to San Francisco will be only 
two hours longer than the time of 
the streamliner “City of San Fran- 
cisco” and its connecting trains be- 
tween those points. From San Fran- 
cisco to New York the time will be 
only four hours 40 minutes longer. 

The “Forty-Niner” will be an 8-car 
train and will, of course, be air-con- 
ditioned throughout. A special feature 
will be the new type streamlined and 
articulated “Two-Car Unit” at the 
rear of the train, which is Pullman’s 
latest development for improved travel 
facilities. The unit is so constructed 
that it can be used in a train with 
regular standard type cars, such as the 
“Forty-Niner” will have. Remainder 
of the ears in the new train, however, 
will have exterior streamlined design 
to conform to the twin-unit. in the rear. 


Unit” isknown as a “duplex”.and con- 
tains 16 bedrooms, 7 of which are up- 
stairs, and the remainder on the regular 
level, or downstairs. These’ bedrooms 
will have transverse beds forming 
sofas by day, and each room will have 
individual lighting, heating, and toilet 
facilities. Six of the downstairs “du- 
plex” rooms are en suite and a sliding 
partition can transform them into 
three large rooms. Four of the ipper 
rooms have communicating doors. 

Second ear of the unit contains a 
compartment and three double bed- 
rooms, two of which are en suite. Rear 
portion of this car is a beautifully 
decorated and comfortably furnished 
observation-lounge; and there is a 
buffet containing broiler, coffee um 
and refrigerators, located between the 
observation section and the rooms, for 
the serving of refreshments. 

Other cars in the “Forty-Niner” will 
be one 8-compartment 4-drawing room 
car, also containing a barber shop; three 
standard sleeping cars with 12 sections 
and one drawing room in each;.and a 
twin dining car unit, in which one car 
is devoted to the diner and the other 
car to the kitchen and dormitory for the 
crew, 

Powered by high-speed steam loco- 
motives, the new train’s equipment 
will have accommodations for approxi- 
mately 115 persons. As on the gtream- 
liner “City of San Francisco” there 
will be an extra fare of $10.

AMBS spring Movement of. Wooll ; 
_ from. California Valleys Offers Big Traffic Job 
: y (ia 


'N ‘the'springtime ‘many outdoor ‘en- 
thusiasts and Nature lovers are at- 
tracted to the San Joaquin and’Sacra- 
‘mento valleys, where rolling slopes and 
“foothills, carpeted with green grass and 
painted with splotches of vivid-colored 
‘wildflowers, are a picture: of sceuiic 
‘splendor. 

More important to railroaders in the 
vicinity, however, and commanding 
‘much of their attention, are the enor- 
mous living woolen blankets spreading 
“over those picturesque hills, Spring 
Jamb season is in full swing, and South- 
ern Pacifie’s livestock corrals are open 
to weleome bleating hordes of future 
casseroles, ready for shipment’ to 
eastern markets. From mid-March, 
‘when first shipments are made from the 
southern part of the San Joaquin val- 

.Jey,. through the month of June, 

thousands of the fluffy young animals 

are loaded into cars for their first, and 
last, train ride. 

The California spring lamb scason 
ig famous for its large volume and for 
Ahe long distances between growing 
areas and markets, necessitating sev- 
‘ eral stops enroute for feed, water and 
rest. ‘Normal early spring crop is about 

1,200,000 lambs, most of which origi- 
“nate in ‘the plains and hills of the San 
Joaquin and Sacramento valleys; but 
the 19387 popula- 
tion is slightly more 
than a million head 
due to abnormal 
losses during lamb- 
ing, occasioned by 
severe cold . spells 
during January and 
February, when low 
temperatures _ also 
damaged citrus 
fruits and vege- 
tables to some ex- 
tent. 

Development of 
the lamb is just as 
dependent on mild 
weather and warm 
rains as are winter 
fruits and vege- 
tables. Severe cold 
during the lambing 
‘period not only 
eauses excessive 
losses of new-born 
lambs, but delays 
growth of the grass 
needed by-the ewes, 
and green feed that 
later will be re- 
quired by the lambs. 


Although the 


crop ‘totals ‘in. excess of a million ‘head, 
Jess than half-that number are ‘shipped 
to markets beyond the ‘Rockies, 55%, 
or 60% being consumed in California's 
own metropolitan areas. .-Part of the 
local movementis made -by motor 
truck, part by rail. The remainder is 
shipped eastward by rail, about 73% 
of this movement taking place during 
the period from April 21 to May 20. 
In other words, approximately 350,000 
Jambs are transported from scattered 
eentral California. points to various 
eastern destinations within a month. 
The handling necessitated by the long 
journey makes an interesting story. 
Ready for market, the lambs are 
driven down from their hilly pastures, 
usually arriving at the corrals in the 
early morning. The buyer is there to 
cut out his selections and when this is 
done the herd of unchosen animals is 
driven back to the hills under the 
watchful care of alert shepherd dogs, 
and a shepherd who follows along in 
his up-to-date automobile, adding a 
modern touch to an ancient industry. 
Selected lambs are driven onto a 
loading scale and after being weighed 
are counted as they pass on to another 
corral, In contrast to the proverbial 
sheep-counter who seeks relief from in- 
somnia, is the professional counter, 
who must maintain 2 . wide-awake 
vigilance. Frightened Jambs (and they 
seem to be perpetually frightened} 
won't pass through a gate in single file 
if they can squeeze through in bunches 
or leap over one another. How a 
counter knows which are counted and 
which are not, is often a puzzle to the 
onlooker. A second count, made be- 
fore the lambs are loaded into the cars, 
proves the counters make no mistakes. 
Great care must be exercised in dri 
ing the timid creatures from the cor- 
tals into the cars, for if one breaks away 
from the flock it dashes frantically 
about the corral, and unless quickly 
captured is apt to butt itself inte i 
sensibility or destroy itself against the 
heavy board fences. Though far from 
dumb vocally, the lamb appears to be 
truly a “dumb animal’ intellectually. 
Loading the animals into cars re- 
quires 2 bit of strategy, and only be- 
cause of their instinet to “follow the 
leader” is loading done without greater 
difficulty. The problem concerns itself 
with inducing the first lamb to enter 
the car, a feat-usually accomplished by 
‘one of the herders leading the unwilling 
victim up the runway, meanwhile imi- 
tating the “baa-baa”’ of the now speech- 
Jess creature. :.The rest ofthe: flock, 


Lambs are said to be the dumbest of all animals, If

Loading completed, cars are sealed 
and moved on fast schedules to Rose- 
ville’ yards where they are consolidated 
with lamb-laden cars from other points 
and quickly forwarded in trainloads 
to the east. Occasionally full train- 
Joad shipments are made from one 
loading point. 2 

First stop on the eastward journey is 
made.st Sparks, where the noisy cargo 
ig unloaded into corrals to be watered 


-and fed. After a rest-of at least five 


hours, they are reloaded and the trip 
resumed. ‘Similar stops are made. at 
Ogden and-again at“points farther east. 

Shipments to eastern markets in' 1935 
and 1936 -were ‘heavy, the 1935 move- 
ment being the heaviest for any season.

All movements were made in com- 
plete accord with promises made to 
shippers at the’ pre-season conventions 
of the California Wool Growers’ Asso- 
ciation. Handling of each shipment 
was. individually ‘followéd from’ the 
loading point to the delivery at Ogden. 
A prearranged procedure for gathering 
lamb ‘shipments has facilitated ‘han- 
dling them either on some convenient 
train, “sometimes slightly adjusting 
schedules, or, when there are several 


. Cars to move but no convenient regular 


service, by operating special service to 
haul the cars to a point where they 
can be picked up by regular service. 
This plan enables consolidations of 
lamb shipments with fruit trains, or 
where there are sufficient cars to justify 
the expense of special train operation, 
shipments are gathered so that as large 
a volume of traffic as possible can be 


“handled intact from Roseville. 


It is anticipated that eastbound for- 
wardings for 1937 will be 15% or 20% 


less than the 1936 volume because of 


smaller crop and delayed growth dur- 
ing early months of the year. It has 
been estimated that approximately 1,- 
040,000 lambs were held in the Fresno- 
Bakersfield srea, Modesto-Stockton-

California is second only to Texas 
infannual production, Notable is the 
fact that California, ‘the leader in 
spring lamb exportation, actually im- 
ports more lambs than it exports. Dur- 
ing 1936 the importation’ totaled 1,- 
534,000 lambs. Oregon leads in ship- 
ments to California followed by Idaho, 
Utah and Nevada, in that order, Ari- 
zona, Colorado, Montana, New Mexico, 
Texas, Washington and Wyoming are 
other contributors to local markets. 

The story of the spring lamb move- 
ment would be incomplete without 
mention of the San Joaquin wool 
growers’ annual eclebration. Spring 
lamb season ends early there, and.some 
time in April (this year it was -April 17) 
hundreds of these folks -bring their 
families and friends to Jim Negra’s 
ranch a few miles out of Los Banos for 
a day of eating, singing, dancing and 
general merrymaking. Throughout the 
day a steady stream of automobiles 
pours into the grounds, bringing more 
than 2000 folks who gather around the 
huge ‘barbecue pits, where clever chefs 
‘prepare ‘lamb, spaghetti; baked beans, 
and other appetizing dishes. This gay 
‘eelebration extends far into the night, af- 
ter which ‘the shepherds go back to their 
‘homes -in:the ‘hills;some-of them not:to 
return until the next spring lamb season.

A survey of carlot freight shipments 
of manufactured commodities from the 
industrial regions to the predominantly 
agricultural area. of the country has re- 
cently been completed by the U. S. 
Dep't of Agriculture, with the coopera- 
tion of the S. P. and 15 other important 
railway systems delivering freight. to 
the various agricultural regions. 

The survey showed tonnage of ship- 
ments of manufactured and industrial 
commodities from 16 industrial states 
to 32 agricultural states increasing by 
60.1% in the 12 months ended June 30, 
1935, as compared same period ended 
June 30, 1933.

Not to be mistaken for a Kentucky 
Derby entry list, this imposing nominal 
array represents the varictics of cherries 
grown on the Pacific Coast, some ‘of 
which are now-moving to eastern mar- 
kets by freight and express service. 

_Along Southern Pacific lines in San 
Joaquin and ‘Santa Clara counties 
thousands of acres of cherry trees have 
recently shed their snowy blossoms 
te make way for the clusters of luscious 
red fruit that literally drips from their 
branches. In addition to approximately 
4600 aercs planted in San Joaquin 
county and 3000 acres in ‘Santa Clara 
county, there are other important dis- 
tricts such as Napa, Yolo, Sonoma, 
Sacramento, and Placer counties. Lane 
county in Oregon has about 1600 acres. 

Although the cherry tree is one of the 
last of the deciduous fruit trees to 
blossom, it matures quickly and is the 
earliest fruit on the market. In Cali- 
‘fornia the harvesting season usually 
begins late in April and continues for 
eight or nine weeks. Most of the fruit, 
however, is shipped during a period of 
four or ‘five weeks. In Oregon, har- 
vesting season is during June. 

Like many other California fruits, 
cherry acreage and production have 
increased steadily and rapidly since 
the war. According to the California 
Crop Reporting Service the bearing 
area in the state has expanded from

acres-in “1936, an‘‘increase ‘of nearly 
seventy ‘per. cent. “Production ‘reached 
a -peak.of ‘almost:25,000 tons‘in/1933, 
when ‘average yields for the state were 
1.7..tons-per bearing -acre.. :Although 
production in 1934 fell off.to'1.1 tons per 
acre the average for the past five years 
is 1.5 tons.’ At this figure, the present 
bearing acreage would -produce about 
22,000 tons of cherries. :Crops-as large 
as this, -or-larger, may reasonably: be 
expected during the next few -years 
whenever weather:conditions are fairly 
normal, ‘for ‘the ‘bearing capacity ‘of 


‘young orchards is increasing and there 


are about 2200 acres of cherries in the 
state not yet of bearing age. 

Production in the Pacific Northwest, 
has increased even more rapidly than 
in California. Seventeen years ago 
production in California, Oregon, Wash- 
ington’ ‘and Idaho averaged ‘about 
30,000 tons a year, of which California 
produced about 15,000.tons. - During 
the last six years Pacific Coast produc- 
tion averaged nearly 50,000 tons of 
which California contributed about. 
20,000 tons. 

In proportion to the size of the crop, 
cherries are-considered by the growers 
‘one of the most valuable erops because 
of the good financial returns, and there 
is a demand for the quickest possible 
delivery in the eastern markets in 
order to take advantage of market 
prices before the crops from other sec- 
tions arrive. It is reported that the 
first box of cherries (weighing eleven 
pounds) shipped from Vacaville April 1 
last year was sold in Los Angeles for 
$75.50. As a comparison, the first ship- 
ment of regular cherries shipped to 
New York sold for $7 a box. 

Owing to the - highly ‘perishable 
nature of this commodity over ninety 
per cent of the crop moves in express 
refrigerator cars. The fruit is packed. 
on the ranch on which it is harvested, 
after which it is hauled into cold stor- 
age houses, where it is cooled for 48 
hours.to.remove latent heat. Loaded 
into iced express refrigerator cars, it is 
handled in regular passenger. ‘train 
service or, if the’ volume “requires, ‘in 
special express ‘trains which are oper- 
ated ‘at -passenger: train speed.’ Last 
year474 .cars --were shipped ‘via 
Southern’ Pacific ‘lines. Of this ‘total

is now largely used for canning and is 
more familiarly known as the mara- 
schino cherry. 

Distribution «of California cherry 
shipments is relatively limited. In 
recent years less than thirty different 
cities have received carlot shipments, 
according to report of the Federal- 
State Market News Service. During 
the past few years ten eastern cities 
have received practically 90 per cent 
of the fresh product, of which eighty 
per cent went to New York, Chicago, 
Philadelphia and Boston.. New York 
City was ‘reported as the destination 
of half of the total movement. 

California. is particularly fortunate 
in having a ‘climate that ripens ‘its 
cherries so early that they have little 
competition with. cherry shipments 
from other states or with other fresh 
fruit shipments.

May is-also the birthday ‘month of 
Joseph M. Graham of Berkeley, Cali- 
fornia, who approaches his 95th birth- 
day with the distinction of being the 
only ‘survivor .of ‘the -engineers who 
surveyed the route, plotted the town- 
sites, constructed roadbeds, and other- 
wise had a part in directing the building 
from Sacramento to Promontory, Utah, 
during .the 60's, .of the first unit in 
Southern Pacifie’s system of today. 

Not only is Graham the recognized 
“dean”? of the West’s pioneer railroad 
builders, but his first employment as a 
“railroader” 90-years ago gives him 
claim to an honor he cherishes greatly 
—that of probably having launched his 
railroad career at a date earlier than 
any other person living in the country. 
‘When he was five years old in 1847 he 
worked regularly as a waterboy for one 
of the construction gangs building the 
first railroad out of Chicago. 

Schooling and then soldiering during 
the Civil War broke into the steadiness 
of youthful Graham’s railroad work, 
but his mind was firmly set on what 
his life’s vocation should be, and at 
every opportunity he was back with a 
railroad construction gang or an en- 
gineering party somewhere in Hlinois. 

Graham was born in Crawford 
County, Pennsylvania, near the town 
of Meadville, May 22, 1842. While still 
an infant, his parents emigrated to 
Chicago when the Illinois country was 
the frontier of the “Great West.”

It: was Graham’s prineipal job on 
the old Central Pacific to supervise the 
grading and building. of a roadbed ‘in 
advance of the tracklayers... Both the 
rival railroads were building. toward 
each other as fast as human and animal 
strength permitted.. Those were days 
of pick and shovel labor. Steam.shovels 
and giant power tools had not come into 
being. It was hand labor, plus wheel- 
barrows, one-horse dump carts and 
black powder; even dynamite was not 
then in general use. Yet with these 
primitive methods, the pioneer build- 


“ers set records in tracklaying that have 


never been equaled... Ten miles of 
track was laid in one day—<April 28, 
1869. 

Was “Daddy” of Reno 

Leading the surveying and grading 
crews out in front of the tracklayers, 
Graham became the “daddy” of several. 
townsites created along the route of the 
Central Pacific across Nevada, Notable 
among these is Reno, where on April 1, 
1868, Graham drove the first: stake, 
plotting the streets and town lots 
around which the world’s famous 
“biggest. little city’ has grown. He 
also set the stakes for the town of 
Wadsworth on July 1, 1868. 

“There were no settlements of any 
consequence in Nevada along the line 
of the railroad,” Graham states. “Win- 
nemucea was a very small town. There 
was a wayside hotel at Humboldt and 
a little store at Mills City. Fairbanks 
Ranch was ten miles-east of Winne- 
mucea,; then a little store and saloon 
at Golconda, We used to call this 
ranch the ‘jumping off place,’ for be- 
yond it was barren country all the way 
+0 Corinne, Utah.” 


* "Graham ‘has long regretted not’ hay

Salt’ Lake, «when .cx-Governor ‘Leland... 


Stanford, president of the Central Pa- 
cific, drove the “last .spike”.'in the

Atlantic shores-of the ‘nation. Official’ 
business -had ‘called Graham ‘back ‘to 
Sacramento. ‘There he joined towns- 
people in a day of celebrating, featured 
by a-parade’in which rode: the eight 
burly railroaders who-had laid all the 
rail that went into. that ..climaxing 
master stroke when ‘ten miles’ of track 
was completed. in-one day. 


“Kept” 1,000 Miles of Track 


Aftér the Central Pacific was opened 
to overland travel, Graham returned to 
the Sierra and supervised reconstruc- 
tion of some of the snowsheds and the 
building of several new sheds. .Then in 
1872 when the-Track Department was 
organized, he became resident engineer 
with headquarters at Cisco and had 
supervision of maintenance over the 
line from Sacramento to Winnemucea. 
Later other divisions were added ‘to 
his district, which by 1879 extended for 
nearly 1000 miles between’ Winne- 
mucza, Redding and Benicia, together 
with several short branch lines. 

Graham resigned from this position 
in 1881 to take an advancement with 
the Atlantic & Pacific (now Santa Fe) 
which company was then projecting its 
Hines toward the Pacific Coast. He re- 
mained with that company but a short 
time before becoming assistant chief 
engincer of the Carson & Colorado Rd. 
(a narrow gauge line in Nevada now a 
part of S.P.). 

In later years Graham was connected 
with numerous important engineering 
projects in California and Oregon, and 
retired from active work in 1917. 

Since that time he has made his home 
with his two daughters, Virginia and 
Louise, at 2510 College Avenue in 
Berkeley, where he has been‘active in 
Grand Army affairs‘and always wel- 
comes the visitor who wants to chat 
about the old railroad days.

WATER: Electric Turbine for 
“Faithful Lake in the Sierra 
Mest modérn ‘type pumping facili- 
ties were recently installed to fur- 
-nish adequate water supply at and near 
Norden, ‘summit of ‘the Sierra, where 
water.has been piped from Lake Ange- 
line, “beautiful “little. mountain . lake, 
since construction days of the ald Cen- 
tral Pacific railroad way -back in the 
60's. 

‘The pioneer railroad ‘builders -hailed 
the little lake as a blessed gift from 
Mother ‘Nature, according to G.-R. 
Gibson, water service and fuel super- 
visor on Sacramento Division, In those 
‘early days no pipe was available and 
ditehing was not practical, so the in- 
genious pioneer builders turned to the 
forest for aid. Trees of high pitch con- 
tent were felled and cut into boards of 
suitable width-to form a box pipe four 
inches square inside. . The beards were 
fastened with square iron nails and re- 
inforeed with wrought iron bands. ‘The 
pitch wood pipe was resistant to decay 
and when some portions of it were re- 
moved in 1905 it was-found in a very 
good state of preservation, after being 
inthe ground nearly 40 years, 

Having a part in the laying of this 
wooden pipe, was H. A. Sprague, vet- 
eran of old Central Pacifie days, and 
father of Conductor E. A: Sprague, now 
working out of Sacramento, and Train- 
master H. A. Sprague, with headquar- 
ters in Klamath Falls. 

With passing years the little lake be- 
came more important in the railroad's 
inereasing demands for water. Larger 
pipes were laid and the lake raised by 
dams. In dry season boilers were 
dragged up to the lake to operate steam 
pumps to supplement the diminishing 
gravity supply. Later a battery of 
three gas engines were operated during 
the winter. 

Now, a modern electrically driven 
turbine pump adds greater dignity to 
faithful Lake Angeline. Installation of 
the pump, together with piping, and
